—The Case Taken Under Advise- 
ment, 


The case of Richard F. Morton, alias James 
Brown, took up several hours of the time of the 
judze of the First Distric: Police Court tuis morn 
ing. Evident.y creat preparations hal been made 
for it, as when it was called there was an influx of 
well-dressed people from the office of the clerk of 
the court nt the court-room First came Stenog- 
rapher Oldfield and foliowing him were Mr. Henry 
Laughiin, Mr. James P. Kerr and three lady mem 
bers of bis family, Mr. Frank Ryan and the accused 
R F. Morton. The two latter took the seats 
reserved for prisoners and counsel, The three 
members of Mr. Kerr's family, ladies, stood up 
together and were sworn with Mr. Kerr. Mr. 
Laughlin took the Prosecuting Attorney’s seat and 
called Mr. Kerr's servant girl. This witness told of 
how a carriage driver called at Mr. Kerr's resid«nee 
on Wednesday evening aud presented 
a note for Miss Ca lie McMilian: 
how the note was received, and how Mr. Kerr fol- 
lowed the carriage driver to his carriage, 

MRS. KERR 
was then called and was escorted to the stand by 
her bu-band. The lady was rather pale and agi- 
btated. She was dressed ncely, gearing a eeal- 
plush coat and a stylish hat. Sh a lady of 88 or 
40, and looks like a good, home-loving woman. 
She was plain of face, and timid and retreating in 
her manner. Set lid that her maiden name was 
J. Carrie McMillan and that at present she 
invariably signed er name J. C. Larned Kerr 
The accused, Mr, Morton, was pointed out to ber. 
and she was asked if she knew him. She replied 
that she had never seen h m before. She then t id 
the story of receiving the letter. The girl gave it 
to her, saying thatthe driver had assured her it 
wasforher. As the envelope bore her maiden 
name she supposed it was and opened the 
letter The letter was not altogether legible, 
but such of the contents as she cou d read she saw 
was improper. Her husba d was then down stairs 
and she was e@pstairs. She went back into her 
niece's room to sez if the niece could make out the 
writing. The niece couid not. Then she went to 
the stairs and ca led her husband and gave him 
the note. He read it and immediately went to the 


door and 
INTERROGATED THE DRIVER. 


In the meantime she had asked the driver where 
the man who gave bim the note was. The driver 
said that be was in a carriage at the door. When 
Mr. Kerr asked the driver where the writer was 
the driversaid atthe Souchern Hotel. Then the 
witness told Mr. Kerr that the driver had told a 
falsehood and imp ored him’ not to gowith the 
driver as the note might have been sent for the 
purpose of drawing him intoa fight. Mr. Kerr 
went out, notwithsianding, and she ran to the door 
and could see nothing but the carriage lights down 
near Emily street. : 

Mrs. Kerr was here cross-eiamined for the pur- 
pose of bringing out the fact that very few people 
in St. Louis knew that ker maiden name had deen 
Callie McMillan. This was brought out and she 
was dismissed. 

The next witness was Jimmy Rogers,a nephew 
of Mrs. Kerr, aged 10 vears. His testimeny was 


unimportant, 
MR. JAMES P. KERR 


then took the stand. He detailed at length the 
story of the note and his couversation with the 
driv r. “I accompanied bim to the carriage,“ said 
he, “intending to gowith him to the Southern 
Hotel. I opened the door of the carriage and 
found this map [pointing to the prisoner] inside. 1 
had the letter in my hand and said: ‘What do you 
mean by sending this letter to my house? Whoare 
your” He said: ‘Who are you?’ I said: ‘My 
name is James P. Kerr; lam a lawyer, and I live 
inthe house you have sent thix note to, and 1 
want to kuow who you are? He refused 
tote! me bis name and then there was a little 
scuffs. lagain asked him who he was. He said. 
“I cannot give you my name, but I will give you 
the name of the iady who is the cause of it. I will 
give you any other name you like. There nas been 
a mistake end I apologize.“ This did not gatisfy 
me, and I said ‘Give me your name or I wiil take 
you to the station.’ This he would not do, so I called 
out to the driver to drive to the station and then 
leaped up onthe box with him. This man then got 
out and catching me by the leg aitempted to pull 


both ways. First, in the lancuage, which was 
not necessiry to be spoken; second, in the techni- 
cal fignting and strikinz which took place when 
Mr Kerr was pulled off the carriage. Bu. said 
Mr. Laughiin,,laying the statute book down and 
elevating’ iis voice, “aside from technicalities, the 
ev dence is that this man has invaded the home of 
the defendant and assaulted his wife. Where a 
man goes gunning for that kind of 
game, he takes all the chances that may 
occur, These wolves who go prowling about the 
city for women. and who go inte the nome of a 
woman, cannot plead a m stake. It 1s no answer 
10 make to a charge of this kind. Is therea ything 
in this sending a man to an bonest woman's bome 
with an improper note? Is such a thing not ca- 
cu ated to fili the husband of that woman with 
anger? Doe m't it strike him where

euch a thing would strike a man? Has the de- 
fendant, in the language of this ordinance. not done 
something calculated to arouse a breach of pe ce: 
He went into a re-pectabie neighborhood, and with 
bis beastly lust invaded the home of an hone 
man. The ordinance was violated when that cir. 
ria e stopped in front of that residence; it was 
violated when the driver went in aud lied. It was— 
but I will pot insult your Honor’s intelligence by 
arguing further any such question as that.“ 

The defense was then given an opportunity, and 
Capt. Frangei was called. 

CAPTAIN FRANGEL 
explained the circumstances of the arrest and of 
the defendant's attempt to secure board. We ac- 
knowledge thatthe defendant had told him his 
name was Morton after he had deen booked as 
James Brown, but he did not chanze the name on 
that eccount. The defendant told him that he wa- 
a business man on ‘Change and had desk room in 
Mr. Gaeinnie’s office. We sent for a bo dsman for 
the defendant as he seemed ta bea respectabie 
man, just as we would have done in any similar 
case. Judge Laughiin’s cross-examination of the 
Captain took the shape of an arraignment of the 
latter on a charge of malfeasance in office and the 
Court was obliged to remind counsel that the 
aptain was not the person on trial. 

John Miller of Coupe No. 27, the hack driver, 
toid of his having been engaged by the defen dant 
and of his having delivered the note, bia story 
agreeing very generally with the one al ready pub 
lished. e said that Kerr and Brown nad no scuffl - 
whatevef after they ieft the carriage. Mr. Brown 
pulled Mr. Kerr off the box of thecarriage. Mr. 
Kerr nearly made wituess fall off the carriage. 

“You ough to have fallen off,” re uarked one of 
the ladies in attendance upon Mrs. Kerr. 

Marshal, remove these ladies to the back room,“ 
said Judge Cady. 

The ladies rose and departed from the court 
room, and the examination of the witnesses was 
proceeded with, but nothing rew was elicited. 

MR. Means 

addressed the Court, ciaim ug that the only one 

who disturbed the peace was Mr. Kerr hi:mseif, 

and tha. the ordinance nad not ia any way beea 

violated by the defendant. Tae latter aad made 

a mistake, but had been guilty of no cri nina 
intent, and he should not be made to suffer because 
a storm of indignation bad arisen against him.

PRESIDENT NEWMAN NON-COMMITTAL. 

Presiden Soc Newman was found immediately 
after the petition was flied standing on the front 
s.eps of the St. Louis Gas Light Company's build. 
ing on Olive street. Wien the Post-DisPpaToH re- 
porter accosted him and stated his mission, men- 
tioning the fact of the suit being flied, Mr. New- 
man said: “I know nothing about, have 
never heard of it, except as you 
have stated it to me. It is in an entire surprise to 
me.“ 

He then led the wav into his private office, and 
asked avout the particulars of the suit.“ 

“Did the directors aetermine to offer a proposi- 
tion to reduce the price of gas at yesterday's meet- 
ing?” asxeu the reporter.

Mr. Newman heard the chief points of the peti- 
tion read, and then said quietiy that he did not 
want to say a word with regard to the mat- 
ter.

An answer will be made at the 
proper time.” 

“But some of the allegations are serious and 
startling.

Two STARTLING incidents in the history of 
the gas quest ion follow each other in rapid suc- 
cession, and are simultaneously reported in the 
Post-DIspaTcH in advance of all of our con- 
temporaries. The first incident is the reduction 
in the price of gas all over the city by the ac- 
tion of the Board of Directors of the St. Louis 
Gas Light Company at their meeting yester- 
day. The second is the filing of a suit by sev- 
eral of the stockholders in which most astound- 
ing revelations are made of the condition and 
management of that remarkable corporation. 


THe Mayor has only three days in which to 
act on the gas ordinance. His position is a 
if he vetoes the ordinance, 
the friends of the Water Gas Company will 
undoubtedly attempt to place himin the atti- 
tude of opposition to cheap gas. On the other 
hand, if he signs the ordinance, and if it 
should appear within the next twelve months 
that the newly chartered company is wholly 
unabie toreduce the price of gas in the St. 
Louis Company's territory, in other words 
that the city bas given away its most valuable 
asset; without any return whatever, his posi- 
tion Will be very unfortunate.

IN his suit in equity to prevent the reduction 
in the price of gas by the St. Louis Gas Light 
Company, Mr. Trask states that the works of 
the company are obsolete and antiquated, that 
it costs $1 55 to manufacture a thousand feet, 
that 30 per cent of the gas leaks, that the com- 
pany has wasted the trust fund of its consum- 
ers’ deposits, that it is borrowing money to pay 
a dividend with, that its president has sold out 
his stock, and that the general condition of the 
company may best be expressed by saying in 
the language of the characters in “The 
Mikado,” Here's a pretty mess. Here's a 
how-de-do! Here's a state of things!“ 


Two recent events have materially forward - 
ed the Tehuantepec Ship Railway project. 
President CLEVELAND’s mention of the project 

in his message disposed of the objection that 
the mechanical purt of the undertaking is an 
experiment, and he gives his official approval 
to the work as a means of interoceanic commu- 
nication. The Mexican Government has 
further supported the project by increasing 
the land grant and by giving this country ad- 
ditional inducements to join with Mexico in 
the guarantee. If the failure of the Panama 
Canal project can be established to the satis- 
faction of the genera! public, the Eads Tehuan- 
tepec project would undoubtedly be acceptable 
topublic opinion in this country. The only 
question to be considered is the propriety of the

THE G S QUESTION. 

The gravest objection to the Water Gas bill 
is that it gives a franchise to lay pipes and 
sell gas all over the city for thirty years after 
1890, whether the company competes and re- 
duces the price of gas south of Washington 
avenue prior to that time or not. 

The question frequently asked is, Why not 

wait two or three years before disposing of the 
franchise, if we are to get for it now no assur- 
ance of cheaper gas for four years to come 
The production of gas is growing cheaper every 
year, and two or three years hence we may be 
able to sell this franchise to the same or another 
company for a large bonus and a guarantee of 
gasatless than $1. Then, too, by waiting 
until 1890 or thereabout, we may have the old 
company’s pipes to sell with the franchise, as 
many able lawyers contend that the pipes 
will be the property of the city when the old 
company’s franchise expires. Even if not the 
city’s property, they will obviously be pur- 
chasable by the city at her own price and ut- 
terly valueless to any other bidder while the 
city retains the franchise. But if we give 
away the franchise now, without any 
guarantee of cheaper gas prior to that 
date, we simply put it in the power 
of the water gas men to acquire con- 
trol of the oid company’s stock and plant, and 
make us pay for the same by charging us $2 50 
till 1890, and then put the whole thing into the 
hands of the Water Gas Company with its 
thirty year franchise. In the meantime the 
latter will have forced the Laclede to sell out to 
it by competing north of Washington avenue, 
and where will the city be then? 
With the Standard Oil Company in posses- 
sion of the entire gas plant and a thirty-year 
franchise to vend gas at $1 18, we are told that 
the city will be utterly unable to even give 
away afranchise to any competing company 
to sell gas at $1, though the cost of producing 
it by improved processes should fall as low as 
20 cents. It is said we would then be as ut- 
terly in the power of a monopoly as we are 
now, aud might in a few years more find $1 18 
almost as exorbitant a price for gas as $2 50 is 
now. 

Hence it is urged that a franchise involving 
such possibilities and beclouded with rumored 
sales of the old gas company’s stock to Water 
Gas men should not be granted now, when it 
may be of no benefit to us for four years to 
come, and when we obtain for it no reliable 
guarantee that it will bring us any relief 
until 1890. 

If the thing should work out in that way, 
the Water Gas bill would provea great disap- 
pointment to multitudes of its honest advocates. 
The suspicion that the capitalists behind it 
have an understanding with the St. Louis Com- 
pany and intend to work just that way, is 
greatly strengthened by the strange backward- 
ness of that company in fighting it witha 
counter proposition. After this bili has been 
before the Municipal Assembly fora year 
without eliciting any counter proposition 
worth considering, it goes to Mayor FRANCIS 
for his signature, and he in vain asks the St. 
Louis Company to put in a competing bid. The 
Laclede Company alone makes an offer which 
has some relish of combat in it. 

Perhaps if the bill had been so amended as 
to provide for the forfeiture of the franchise 
as to the streets south of Washington avenue 
in case it should fail to give us competition 
and cheap gas on those streets within two 
years, the St. Louis Company would have pur- 
sued a different course, and offered us gas at a 
reasonable price right away. Ifthe Water 
Gas men meant to give us such competition 
within that time, why should they not have 
accepted the franchise with that string to it? 
If they do not expect to give us that benefit 
for two years to come, or until 1890, why 
should they not wait that long for the fran- 
chise? It is to be regretted that the Municipal 
Assembly did not try the effect on all con- 
cerned, of amending the bill so as to obviate 
this serious objection, 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL ‘VILAS has asked for 

a law by which he can effectually prevent the 
circulation by mail of newspapers containing 
lottery advertisements. A bill in accordance 
with his views is now pending, and we should 
like to see the effect of such a law on the Fed- 
eral officials at Kansas City. Weshould like 
to see if they can be overawed in the discharge | 
of their official duties by ghe same local poten- 
tates who prevent the State and county officers 
from making any attempt to enforce the very 
stringent State law against the publication of 
lottery advertisements. Section 1,567, chapter 
24, Revised Statutes of Missouri, reads thus: 
Any person who shail seil or expose to sale, or 
cause to be sold or exposed to sale, or shall keep on 
haod for the purpose of sale, or shall advertise or 
cause to be advertised for sale, or who shall print 
or publish such advertisement [or lottery tickets] 
und any - * person who shall 
advertise or cause to be advertised the 
drawing of any sheme in any lottery, or 
shall print or publish such advertisement. and shall 
be couvioted thereof in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, shall, for each and every such offense, 
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

This is very plain, very explicit, yet it seems 
that the Prosecuting Atterney and the Judge 
of the Criminal Court at Kansas City feel con- 
strained to construe this statute as merely 
licensing their local Democratic organ t> print 
and publish with impunity all the lottery ad- 
vertisements it can get at good advertising 


adtvertisomenta right’ under their noses, but 
failed to call the attention of the 
the matter, and made no at- 


dollar fines which are now due to the public 
schools of the State. :

Thx latest estimate of the Liberal strength, 
with five or six constituencies yet to elect, 
was within only two votes of a majority over 
both Parnellites and Tories combined.

Any concession will 
bean entering wedge which will open the 
way for further concessions that cannot be 
obtained until tentative experiments have 
educated English public sentiment and allayed 
English distrust, Self- legislation for Ireland 
is worth having, even when it is saddled with 
Ireland’s share of the national debt and sub- 
mission to imperial revenue laws.

It has been receutiy pointed out, in speakiog of 
the death of Vice-President Hendricks, that it is 
almost a6 necessary in this country, in order to 
obtain politica! preferment, for a man to be a men- 
ber of the le al profession as it is for him to be an 
American eisen. Why, in a practical mercantile 
community such as our own, this undue preference 
shoud be xen to the members of a single oveupa- 
Lion or profession, it would be exceed nly difficult 
to say. In other countries, where tradition aud usage 
ave ordinarily muca great-r power in controlung 
political movements th nin ourown, no truce ts 
found of this sin ular practice of exciuson. Out 
of tue 68¥ members of the last Euglisu Parliament, 
only 122 were lawyers—'bat is, less (han one fifts; 84 
of the members were classed as auibors,journaiists, 
phys-cians, surgeons, etc., 8 were connected with 
the liquor interest; 2 were laborers, 1 a mason and 
the other a miner, and 158 were manufacturers. 
mercnants, ship ow.ers, traders, or were otherwise 
directly connec ei with trading or commercial! in- 
terests. In ot..er words. inthe Br.tis Parhameat 
the centingent of business men was larger than that 
whica represented the egal profession. and, it may 
be remarked, furnished some of the avlest leaders 
in the House of Commons, 

In France the representation is diversified in very 
much the same way as itis in Great Br.tain, al- 
though there u prominence is given to the profes- 
sion of journos ism in pariiameniary representation 
that is not found in any other country. But among 
the members of the Senate ani the Cuamover of 
Deputies a large number is to be found whose occu- 
pation outside of tnéir public duties is purely mer- 
cactile in ite cuaracier, and who are tuus weil fit- 
ted tospeak ahd vote on questions affecting tne 
trade aud commerce of tueir country. In the 
Congress of the United States. this healthy, because 
diversified, representation does not seem to be 
found, In the Senate, if one excludes those who 
have obviously purchased their seats, oniv one or 
two Senators are left who are not lawyers by pr 
fession. In the House of Representatives the dis- 
proportionate representation of lawyers is almost as 
great, while in the bigh Cabinet and other promi- 
nent official positions under thie, as under preceding 
ad ministrations. it seems to be considered necessary 
to fill almost every vancy tbat may occur by 
applicants selected from tnis particular class.

When time was called for the first 
rou.d Wiicox danced confijgntiy up to his 
bandicaped opponent and struck out briskly 
with his ieft fist. but although the 
biow was well aimed, White ducsed and received 
jt on bis right shoulder. He used bis free hand in 
a vigorous manner in the careful sparr.ng that 
ensued, getting in two or three god neck and face 
blows on Wilcox, and receiving littte damage in 
return. Toward the close of the three minutes. 
for the fight was under the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules, both men warmed up, and after poking their 
fists vigorously at each others’ countenarces, ther 
were forced to stop at the call of the time-seeper 
with no blood drawn. The second rouad opened 
very energetically. White showed that his one 
arm possessed nearly as much power as both of his 
opponen . He battered Wilcox’s guard down 
easily, and, janding his fist witn a sound thump on 
bis antagonist’s 98 flattened that useful 
member and vital flud to 
Gribbie upon fioor. Aroused 
by the pain orgae, Wil- 
cox, or Joey, as his admirers termed him, rushed 
at White as [be meant to carry nim dowa if ne 
did be was disapvointed, for “hite’s serviceable 
right Shouider rece ved most of the biows. Afiera 
Utle cautious sparri g time was Calied. 

Wilcox’s second tod hs man o “force things” 
os the tiird round began, and Wilcox immedia’eiy 
followed this acvice by landing hisrignt fist in 
White's richt eye with such exceeding vio ence 
that the pupii was soon hidden bebind the por en- 
tous swelling. For some time Wiicox kept out of 
the reach of his opponent's terrible left arm, and. 
although bis frends among (he spectators, by this 
time bighly excited, urged um to “go in and win.“ 
he seemed tolhing it gest to rest on his iaurels. 
The fourth round opened with both men pretty 
well winded, as was ciearly evident by their feeb.e 
blows and moutas wid-iy opened. After some 
long range sparring White backed Wilcox all 
around room, while tbe «id-gloved spec- 

tors hissed, espec.aliy those among tnem 
who saw that they might lose their money 
by Wilcox being defeated. Time was called for 
the fifth round af.er both men had been well 
Swa bed and fanned by their seconds, and it 
Opened very briskig. White cut his opponent's 
lip by an awful uoderhand “clip.” and received an 
awful biow on he neck as be was getting away. 
With little regard for the science of tue manly art, 
both men then hammered eaco other to the de- 
light of the bi:n-toued spectators. White finally 
took Wiicox off bis feet and anecked him down 
again. ibe «retched Wicox, almost bliad from 
blood ruun ag down mto bis eyes from an ugiy 
gut on his furebead, pu: up his nands again, bat 
White rus.ed fiercely at him and laaded his fix 
between his opponent's eyes, feuing uim senseless 
to the floor and winnin, the fight.

A UAWSUIT ABOUT A PRIZE PUG. 


The Judge Decides ) the Beast Was 
Lent, Not Given. 
From the London Times. | 


The case of Monck against Denne and wife 
came on for trial . November 27, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Field, without a jury. 

This was an action to recover possession of a 
ay pug bitch called Little Gypsy Queen. 

he defendant, Mrs, Denne, pie ed that the 
dog had been given to her by laintiff; and

Mrs. Monck died in that month; and a corre- 
spondence began between Mrs. Denne and Mr. 

onck relative to the pug, the plaintiff con- 
tending that in it he merely offered to sell it to 
Mrs. une, while she, on the other hand, 
— . Py as the learned judge remarked, 
no doubt bona fide believed—it was given to 
‘ther. The whole question, therefore, turned 
upon the meaning of that correspondence as 
showing what was the intention of Mr. Monck. 
The first letter was from Mr. Monck to Mrs. 
Denne on December 6, 1884, in which, after 
alluding to his wife’s death and thanking Mrs. 
Denne for taking care of — 1 — bitch, he in- 
formed her that he was breaking up his estab- 
lishment and would never show dogs again, 
and concluding by alluding to Little Gypsy 
Queen thus: She ought to win prizes and 
breed pups for some years. Have you any wish 
to become the owner of her for these purposes? 
If so, 1 will give you the refusal of her before 
offering her to Mrs. Foster. Do not answer 
this in a hurry.” 

On the same day Mrs, Denne had written to 
Mr. Monck. addressed to Coley Park, from 
Gloucester, expressing a wish to purchase the 
pug, which did not, however, reach Mr. Monck 
until about December 10, he being away from 
home, In his evidence Mr. Monck said he had 
taken this as an answer to his letter of Decem- 
ber 6. He had noticed that hers was dated the 
same day, and therefore could not have been 
an answer to his, as he had thought. 

On December 18 Mrs. Denne wrote the 
plaintiff the letter which she relied upon as 
showi § she accepted the dog as a gift. In it 
she said: 

Thank you very much for your kind letter. 
It is so good of you to think that I should like 
to have Little Gypsy Queen,” etc. This Mr. 
Monck said he took to be a letter supplementary 
to the one she sent him to Coley Park; anda 
second answer to his of December 6, in which 
he offered her the refusal of the pug. Further 
letters fallowed—about showing the pug at the 
Crystal Palace Show, etc.—till, on mber 
25, Mrs. Foster wrote to Mrs. Denne, saying: 
I received your telegram on Monday; also one 
from Mr. Monck to say you had entered Little 
Gypsy Queen, and I had to have her after the 
show,” etc. Whereupon Mrs. Denne wrote off 
to Mr. Monck, saying that she could not under- 
stand what Mrs. Foster meant, and requested 
him to write and tell her (Mrs. Foster) that he 
had given Littl Gypsy Queen to her (Mrs. 


Denne),

INVENTOR MORSE'S DAUGHTER. 


Some Unhappy Incidents Connected 
With Her Life in Porto Rico. 
From the New York Sun. 

The suicide of a lady supposed to be Susan 
Morse, a daughter of S. F. B. Morse, inventor 
of the telegraph, by jumping from the Spanish 
mail steamer, between Porto Rico and Havana, 
has brought to light some interesting facts re- 
lating to Mr. Morse. Susan Morse wasa 
daughter of Mr. Morse by his first wife, and 
about 1830 married Mr. Lind. Prof. Antonio 
M. Molia, a riative of Porto Rico, who now lives 
at 104 East One Hundred and Twenty-fourth 
street, said in substance last night: 

Mr. Lind came to the little town of Arroyo, 
Porto Rico, and beeame the superintendent of 
a large sugar plantation. In due time he be- 
came owner of the plantation, through his 
business thrift, though popular tradition, 
amazed at his success, declared he found a 
fortune in an old tree where early Spanish 
buccaneers has secreted it. Arroyo is the sea- 
port of the larger town of Guayama, and is 
almost made up of English and American busi- 
ness men. Almost all of them came with the 
intention of making money and then quitting 
the country. Mr. Lind, however, had come to 
stay, and he built a magnificent house on his 
plantation, about two miles out in the 
country, and surrounded it with beautiful 
grounds, full of flowers, fountains and 
statuary. 

„Here Mr. Morse came while yet the electric 
telegraph was ticking only iu hisown imagin- 
ation, In the quiet of Mr. Lind’s palatial resi- 
dence he thought out his in vention. Mr. Lind 
had an office in the townof Arroyo, Mr. 
Morse had a wire strung from the plantation 
to this office, and over t wire,in the little 
Spanish colony of Porto Rico, the first ays 
ever sent by electricity flashed its way. The 
Porto Ricans are very pooud of this and say 
that the Yankees are clever fellows, but they 
had to come to Porto Rico to invent the tele- 
graph. And yet, strange enough, the country 
in which the first telegram was sent was among 
the last countries to adopt the telegraph sys-

The history of the Lind family is a sad one. 
Mr. Lind had great wealth, and his only child, 
a boy, was sent to Europe to be educated. All 
the plantations in Porto Rico prior to 1873 
were worked by slave labor. Mr. Lind owned 
many slaves, and when, in 1873, the Spanish 
republic was proclaimed, the siaves were at the 
same time emancipated. The planters thought 
they could not o sugar without slaves, Mr. 
Lind among them, so the cane fields lay idle. 
Just before the emancipation one of the droughts 
peculiar to Porto Rico occurred, and Mr. Lind, 
with other capitalists, sec an engineer 
from London, and set about turning one of the

The True Story About His Alleged 
Widow. 
Gath ia Cincinnati Enquirer. 

You have noticed in the papers withina day 
or two a cock-and-bull story about Wilkes 
Booth having a wife alive and a family of 
children, etc. Almost anybody can test @ 
like this by any common sense question, Is 
probable that a woman would or could live twon- 
Wy years and never account for the father of her 
children in any community that we know off 
If Booth had any children the youngest of 
these would now be twenty years old, and this 
child would certainly know something of its 
origin. I met two well-known hotel men yes- 
terdav who knew Join Wilkes Booth, and one 
of them said: 

I can tell you the whole story about Booth 
and his woman. The nearest he came to hav- 
ing a mistress for any length of time was a 
woman named Nellie Starr, alias Turner, 


He made the woman's acquaintance in Balti- 


more whilea lad. She wasa prostitute, and 
had a si ter in Washiugton—probably still liv- 
ing there—by the name of Mollie Turner. 
During the war the elder of these sisters ac 
quired enougb money by keeping a house of 
prostitution to build a place of her own on, Qbio 
avenue. The day Booth killed the President 
he went to this house and with this sister.” 

My informant then handed me a piece of 
paper containing an extract from the Washing- 
ton Evening Star three days after the assas- 
sination, as follows: 

This Monday morning the detectives pro- 
ceeded to the house cf Mollie Turner, corner of 
Thirteenth street and Ohio avenue, and 
all the inmates from the mistress to the cook, 
eight in all. This is the house where Booth 
spent much of his time, Ella Turner, the 
woman who attempted suicide being his kept 
mistress.“ 

The next paragraph on the subject says: 
“Ella Turner, who attempted to commit sui 
cide by taking chloroform at her sister's house, 
No. 62 Ohio avenue, is, we understand, a young 
girl of about 22 or 23 years of age, . 
— name is Starr, and who isa native of 

ltimore. Some years since the sister mar- 
ried a very respectable typo and went to Peters- 
burg, Va., Ella going with them, but while 
there the matrimonial knot was dissolved, and 
the sisters, after sojourning in Richmond and 
other plasces South, made their way to this 
city. 

This notice was on April 17, 1865. The third 
notice was as follows: 

She attem suicide Saturday morning 
about llo’clock. Some of the inmates entered 
her room and found her upon her béd appar- 
ently asleep. When she was arrested she asked 
for Booth's picture, which she bad concealed 
under the pillows of her bed, remarking to the 
physicians that she did not thank them for sav- 
ing her life.” 

„Non,“ ee informant, when he had 
shown me the extracts, I was familiar with 
both these women. At the time I was a young 
hotel fellow, and guests at our house would go 
around to that shebang. It has occurred to my 
mind that perhaps that class of women had as 
much influence over Booth as any more respect- 
able people in his hatred of Lincoln. The 
woman who is thus regarded as having tried to 
commit suicide bad no such intention, and 
never took poison at all. 

“She thought it would bea good advertise- 
ment to go through seme convulsions. She 
was arrested, but it was found that she knew 
nothing about Booth except that he had in pur- 
suit of his general low appetites, which he in- 
herited as well as encouraged, paid ber a sensual 
visit within a few hours of the murder of the 
President and while the determination to do 
that crime was on his guilty soul.“

The Responsibilities of the Public 


in the Matter of Exhibitions, 
Picci —— 

And the Consequences That Follow 
the Reckless Purchase of Pictures— 
Rhoda Holmes Nicholls“ Work 
—What Coxe is an Example Of—The 
Smith Landscape Purchased by a 
Gentleman of This City—Pictures 
That Should Be Bought, 


The attendance at the exhibition of American 
paintings has been inexcusably small when the 
importance of the display is considered together 
with the accessibility of the location, the low price 
of admission, and the boast that St. Louis is 
becoming an art center. By a refusal to lend our 
aid to the small extent of 25 cents, a neglect to give 
it support and a general indifference to its exist- 
ence, we make it «exceedingly difficultto have 
other exhibitions in the future. The public is net 
conscious or it dees not fully recognize its serious 
responsibilities in this matter. Thereis probably 
not an intelligent person inthe community who 
does not feel a certain pride in every undertaking 
in the city that has for its object the 


cultivation and education of our people, 
and who does not appiaud it secretly, but alf in 
sucha miid, apathetic way that a positive and 
active opposition would bea boon. And our re- 
sponsibilit.es extend further than this. This is the 
least that can be d-manded, that by our presence 
we shall encourage a thing worthy of our support. 
But in the general progress of art culture we have 
a greater duty to d scharge, and this duty extends 
to every one who buys the most trifling produét of 
art not absolutely necessary to exist-nce. Ruskin, 
the greatest of his kind, says, in respect of pictures 
and their purchase: Enormous sums are spent 
annually by this country in what is called patronage 
ef art, but what is for (be most part mere buying 
what strikes our fancies. True and judicious pat- 
renage there is, indeed. . 
MANY A WORK OF ART 
is bought by those who do not care for its posses~ 
sion, to assist the struggling artist 
or reliere the unsucceegsful one. But 
kor the most pari I fear we are 
too much in the habit of buying simply what we 
Uke best, wholiy irrespective of any good to bo 
done, either to the artist or te the schools ot the 
couutry. Now, let us remember that every farthing 
we spend on objects of art has influence over men’s 
mi ds aud Spirits far more than over their bodies. 
By the purcuase of every print . hich hangs on your 
walls. of every cup out of which vou drink and 
every table off which you eat your bread, you are 
educat.nz a mass of men in one way or another.” 
How many of us think of tuese things? We cannot 
escape the responsibility so long as we buy art in 
au of its simplest forms, and t would beidie to try 
to refute the argument. And admitting its truth 
we canuot doubt the impertance of heeding it or 
question the final result of a strict observance of 
iis requiremens. While tue artists themselves have 
a serious trust to faitifuliy care for, we, as 
the public, have a re-ponsible position to fill. We 
get what we demand in art, just as we gei what we 
demand in dry goods, in jewelry, in everything. 
and so jong as the mass of artists are forced to 
siru gie for an existence, just so long will many 
who mig it otherwise be true to their better prompt- 
Ings paiut (hai whic. wil: satisfy au e.npty desire, 
to bring the commoner necessities of life. Tais is 
not the heroic lite, nor is it the true iife, but it isa 
common phase of lite, notwithstanding, and finds 
explanation in 
THE TASTE OF THE PUBLIC. 

There are not Many artisis who care to play the 
role of martyr, and fewer who can afford to do so 
by reason of other dut.es to those dependent upon 
them.
